Poll Reveals 
Shortcom ings 
In Students 

Among the major subjects given at Boys 
High, English takes the least amount of 
the students’ time for homework and science 
takes the most time by a wide margin. This 
was revealed in a survey conducted several 
weeks ago by the Red and Black under the 
direction of Ernest Quimby. 

Quimby circulated a questionnaire among 
a cross section of the student population. 
From the answers received, only 6% of the 
students find English a difficult subject. 
On the other hand, 41% find that they 
spend most of their time doing Science 
homework. Thirteen per cent find that 
mathematics takes up most of their home¬ 
work time. According to 40% of our class¬ 
mates, other subjects require most of their 
time. 

Another fact revealed is that 20% of BHS 
students spend one hour each night doing 
homework, 40% spend two hours and 31% 
spend three or more hours. This means 
that 69% of our boys do not spend the 
required three hours per evening on their 
homework. 

A very startling fact that was bared by 
the poll was that over 21% of our students 
haven’t borrowed any books from the li¬ 
brary since September, 1960 while only 
37% have borrowed one to three books and 
42% have taken out more than three. 

This survey, though not professional does 
seem to indicate clearly that students at 
Boys are not reading nearly enough books. 
A corroboration of this was established by 
the fact that only 70% spend one to three 
hours a week reading library books and 
less than 10% spend more than three hours 
in independent reading. 

The findings of this survey should re¬ 
move any doubt that reading is still not 
as important as it should be in the lives of 
the students at Boys.

Dr. Carter G. Woodson, founded in 1916 
an organization known as the Association 
for the Study of Negro Life and History. 
Through the work of this eminent historian 
and his organization, a movement was 
started in 1926 that culminated in the an¬ 
nual observance of Negro History Week. 

The purpose for the establishment of 
Negro History Week is as valid today as 
it was 35 years ago for there continues 
to be a conspiracy of silence about the 
contributions of the Negro to American 
life and culture. Writing in the monthly 
magazine published by the Board of Edu¬ 
cation, Dr. James Allen says: “The chief 
complaint of the Negro today is that he is 
usually ignored in historical texts. He is 
regarded as having no past worthy of re¬ 
cording, analysis, or interpretation. The 
work of anthropologists, ethnologists, pa¬ 
leontologists and historians refutes this 
view. The culture of Negroes extends back 
to an era that precedes the cultures of many 
other ethnic groups. Each day excavations 
are unearthing ancient cities and civiliza¬ 
tions closely identified with the continent 
of Africa.” 

The Board of Education has succeeded 
to a large extent in having text-book writ¬ 
ers delete the many disparaging references

to the Negro that were so prevalent ten 
years ago. But the Board has made only 
a half-hearted attempt to have included in 
these books the many significant contribu¬ 
tions of Negroes in all areas of American 
life. The average American student con¬ 
tinues to think that Carver is the only 
Negro scientist of note this country has 
produced. 

The history of Africa, when it is taught 
at all, is evenly more grossly distorted and 
seems designed to prove the inferiority of 
the African. It is difficult to reconcile the 
grandiose plans for a Peace Corps and 
professions of friendship for the underde¬ 
veloped countries with the continued dis¬ 
tortions of African history, where it is not 
completely ignored. 

The appalling ignorance of American stu¬ 
dents, as well as teachers, about civilizations 
other than that of Western Europe ac¬ 
counts in large measure for the prejudice 
of so many Americans towards darker 
skinned peoples. This is one of the chal¬ 
lenges of American education today. It is 
hoped that educators will meet it with intel¬ 
lectual honesty. Our students should not 
have to wait for any special week in the 
year to learn about the contributions to 
human society of any group. 

SPRING DRIVE 
ON FOR J.R.C. 

Expect Membership 
To Increase 

This month begins the eighteenth year 
that the Junior Red Cross has launched its 
annual spring enrollment drive. Last year’s 
results proved quite successful as the or¬ 
ganization raised a total of ninety thousand 
dollars, exceeding the year before that by 
ten thousand. 

However, the fact still remains that more 
money is needed to support all of the JRC 
activities. This year, Boys High is expect¬ 
ed to fill its quota of $250. This figure is 
really not as large as it seems. Breaking 
this down, it comes out to about 10 cents 
per student. This will only be possible if 
the entire school cooperates. 

How Money Is Used 

One of the reasons for the reluctance on 
the part of the individual to contribute to 
this worthy cause is due to the fact that 
he isn’t aware of how the funds are spent. 

One third of the money goes for uni¬ 
forms, JRC production programs and car¬ 
fare for volunteers who assist in hospitals 
and vacation playgrounds. Another third 
goes to pay the national enrollment fees, 
and the training of student delegates in 
order to send them to JRC conventions. The 
remainder is set aside for Red Cross pub¬ 
lications. Approximately eight percent of 
this balance makes up the eyeglass and 
hearing aid fund, helping those who, be¬ 
cause of financial problems, are unable to 
obtain these necessities. The remaining five 
percent of the money goes toward the Red 
Cross Children’s Fund.

Library Holds Exhibit

From February 12 to February 23, 
inclusive, the library had an exhibit 
in honor of the birthdays of Lincoln 
and Washington. The exhibit featured 
portraits of the two presidents. 

The Lincoln collection included a 
number of excellent poems, books and 
newspaper clippings about the Civil 
War and biographies of this great 
President through his assasination. 
There were also many excellent pho¬ 
tographs of the period, which proved 
to be most interesting and in¬ 
formative. Walt Whitman's “Oh 
Captain, My Captain" and Vachel 
Lindsay's “Abe Lincoln Walks At 
Midnight" were two of the fine 
poems on Lincoln. One of the most 
interesting items in the exhibit was 
a letter from Lincoln to a Bostonian 
woman, expressing his regrets for the 
loss of her five sons in the war. Other 
items of interest were a newspaper, 
dated April 15,1865, telling of the 
assasination of Lincoln at Ford's 
Theatre and a pictorial history of 
the sixteenth president, conducted by 
the New York Times, two weeks be¬ 
fore the fateful day at the theatre. 

The Washington exhibit included 
pictures of his Mt. Vernon home and 
the famous ancestral Sulgrave Manor 
in England. Biographies of Wash¬ 
ington were North's “Washington, 
Frontier Colonel" and Eaton’s 
“Leader By Destiny." All the books 
mentioned are available to the stu¬ 
dents. 

The display also outlined the many 
buildings and structures throughout 
the United States named in honor 
of the first president. Among these 
are the city of Washington itself, the 
huge obelisk in Washington, D.C. 
and the Washington Arch here in 
New York City. 

The displays were artistically ar¬ 
ranged and proved to be very inter¬ 
esting. 


The first rendition at the assembly 
was a piano duet by Mrs. Antionette 
Bellavia and Mrs. Weinberger. They 
played Beethoven’s “Sonata" in D 
major, and Brahms' “Hungarian 
Dance No. 1." Rogelio Straughn and 
Edward Molina then played Brahms' 
“Sarabande" for violin, demonstrating 
increasing skill in the instrument. 
Mr. Fishenfeld followed with Pur¬ 
cell's “Sonata," on a medieval instru¬ 
ment called a recorder. He was ac¬ 
companied by Mrs. Weinberger. 

Jose Roldan and Gregory Tutko 
sang the aria “Oh Mimi, You'll Never 
Return," from Puccini's “La Boheme."
